The Governor Makes His An- 
nual Report to Washington. 

HER CLAIMS TO STATEHOOD. 



The Oovernor Says That New Mrxivo is 
Kndowed With a Greater Variety and 
Kxtent of National Resources and 
Advantages Than Any Htate In the 
Onion. 

Washinotom, Nov. L — "No more 
peaceful or safe ooram unity is to be 
found in the whole land. ' says L. 
Bradford Prinoe, governor of New Mex- 
ico, in his annual report to the secre- 
tary of the interior. "Crime is more 
rare than in staid New England and 
one may traverse the whole territory on 
horseback aloue without danger. The 
days of Billy the Kid, of Rudebaugh. 
and Hoodoo Brown are long sinoe 
over." 

He cites the foot that in last J uly he 
visited Lincoln county, which com- 
prises an area equal to the states of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New 
Hampshire, Connecticut, Delaware and 
New Jersey, aud in all that vast urea of 
20,500 square miles, there was not a 
man iu jail, though its sheriff is one of 
the moat efficient men in the territory. 
"I submit." says Governor Prinoe. 
"that no similar area in the whole 
country can show such a record us 
that." 

The governor says that New Mexico 
is endowed with a greater variety aud 
extent of natural resources au I adva i« 
tuges than any state in the Union. This 
language, he says, mu > seem extrava- 
gant, but he enters into a long discis- 
sion of the subject to prove its correct- 
ness, and tells iu glowing terms of how, 
even in the year 690, the Toltecs, leav- 
ing their old homes in the northwest. 

1'ourneyed towards Mexico, • sowing the 
aud with corn, cotton and other 
plants." Cotton and woolen cloth was 
worn by the people as early as lu40l as 
were boots und shoes made of leather 
worn by the inhabitants in lotfi. 

Educational matters, the governor 
says, are satisfactory and show encour- 
aging progress. There ore \V> schools 
in which English is taught; 10'J iu 
which Spanish is taught, aud niuetv- 
tive in which both languages are 
taught 

'rue condition of the Indians is re- 
ported good, aud the Navaioes are rap- 
idly increasing both in wealth and pop- 
ulation. The quest ion of land titles is 
discussed by Governor Prince ut some 
length. Tbe present condition of the 
laws ou this subject, he oonsideis very 
unsatisfactory, aud suggests amend- 
ments to the law providing; first, for 
a limitation of the time within which 
grants can be presented, so that at the 
end of that time we may at least know 
when there are no grants, uud also the 
second, creation of a tribunal exclu- 
sively for the hearing of these claims 
and settlement of these titles. 

Governor Prince refers to the disap- 
pointment felt by the people of New 
Mexico over the failure of congress to 
admit her to statehood. He sets forth 
her claims to admittance, answers the 
objections urged against her and says 
its population is better adapted tor 
safe and conservative self-government 
than other sections of the weal 

The population of the territory is 
given at lUO.tlOO, and taxable property 
at *4.V01>0, 7t>:{. 

The question of a sufficient wai.r 
supply, Governor Prince says, is one of 
the utmost importance to the people of 
New Mexico. "The people feel. ' he 
says, "that it is as much the the bus- 
iness of the government to render valu- 
able the immense areas, largely public 
land, which are now useless for cultiva- 
tion, as it is to improve the harbors of 
the seabord, or the rivers, often so- 
by courtesy, of the central

Yesterday evening deputies also 
brought in Angel Rebel io from the 
Union ranch, charged with outraging 
his own daughter. There are now only 
two gangs of bandits ou the frontier and 
they ure being hotly pursued. 

At Matuuioras, yesterday, near tho 
Capo/en ranch, a force of the Fifth cav- 
alry met u party of outlaws und a sharp 
skirmish ensued, during which Ramon 
Hernandez, a noted bad character, was 
wounded and ouDtured. 



RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 

A Vestibule Train Derailed Near Car- 
roltun. Mo. — Other Wrecks. 

Kawsas City, Mo., Nov. L At day- 
break vest irday moruiug the Chicago 
and Santa Fe, California vestibule truin 
was derailed neat Carrol ton, Mo. A ruil 
gave way near that place and all the 
ooaches except tho diuiug and sleeping 
oars were thrown from the track. Nearly 
every one iu the smoking oar was in- 
jured. An expressman on the baggage 
oar, named W. D. Campbell was fatally 
hurt by being crushed under a falling 
safe. Thomas Beck, a livestock dealer 
of this city, received fatal injuries. 
Others seriously injured are: George 
Kerchenmayer, of this city, leg broken; 
E. W. Mason, of Kiowa, Kan, badly 
crushed about the body; Mrs. C. H. 
Goodwin, of Independence, Kan., 
bruised about the body, and Charles 
Newhouse, Peoria, 111., out about the 
buck and hea I. 

Col. Hilton, an official of the Santo 
Fe, took charge of the injured. Some 
of them were transferred to the Wabash 
train aud brought to this city, aud the 
remainder were removed to the sleeping 
coaehe . which were not derailed. The 
accident was caused by the spreading of 
a rail, due to the softening of the road 
bed by recent rains. The damage to 
the road is estimated at about $20,000. 

A Crash Iu Lumber. 

BiNGHAMFroN, N. Y., Nov. 1. About 
11 o'clock last night a flat car loaded 
with lumber, on an Erie eustbouad 
train, broke down near Campville. The 
lumber slid from its position in such a 
manner as to overhang the westbound 
track. Before the train oould bo sig- 
nalled the engine of a westbouud train 
crashed into the lumber and was con- 
siderably damaged. Charles Scott, of 
Horuellsville. and D. W. Scribuer, of 
Cameron, brakemen, were slightly in- 
jured. Lewis Mupes, of Owego, who 
was stealing a ride, was also injured, 
but not seriously. Twenty oars were 
wrecked, some totally. 

('"ui Trains Wrecked. 

Readino, Pa., Nov. 1. A Reading 
railroad coal train crashed into another 
which had come to a staud-still near 
Aramingo station yesterday. The looo- 
uiotive was up .et and eighteen loaded 
coal cars were wrecked, blocking the 
track for five hours. Albert Lord, a 
fireman, of this oity, sustained a broken 
leg uud other serious inj uries. 

CHURCH RIOT" THR EATENED. 

Protestant and Catholic Faction* at War 
In Muritltall County, Kaunas. 

Topeka, Kan., Nov. 1.— Advices just 
received here by Governor Humphrey 
say that the Protestant and Catholic 
faotions at Ax tell, Marshall county, are 
at war, and that a riot is threuteued. 
Last week Rev. J. G. White, of Stan- 
ford, ill., unuounced that he would lec- 
ture in the Methodist church against 
the Catholics on Saturday night. Ax- 
tell is a strong Catholic community, 
aud au organ i/.aiiou to prevent the lec- 
ture was perfected. The preacher per- 
sisted, however, and when about to 
speak was seized by a mob and thrown 
out of the chuioh window, along with 
several of his followers, .several rights 
occurred, aud considerable blood was 
shed before tue Cathodes got control. 
The meeting was broken up, but the 
minister announced that he would re- 
turn aud deliver his lecture Four of 
the Catholic leaders were arrested and 
juiled at Marysville, the county seat, 
ten miles west. 

Wednesday night the minister en- 
deavore I to lecture, aud he and hia 
faction were again routed. An organ- 
ization of Catholics lias formed ut St 
Bridget's a few miles distant, to release 
the four men imprisoned at Marysville. 
The factious are armed, and a riot at 
Axteil is threatened. Business has been 
suspended, uud the mayor has called 
upon the governor for the assistance of 
the state militia to quell the disturb- 
ance. Adjt. lieu. Roberts has departed 
for the place, aud Company G, of the 
Third regiment, has been ordered to- 
the scene of the riot. Axteil is a town 
of 700 people on the Grand Island rail- 
way. 

DEFECTIVE MASONRY* . 

A Nuiulwr of People Injured by a Fall- 
ing Wall at Passaic City. N. J. 

Patkkson, N. J. Nov. 1.— One of a 
number of new buildings being con- 
structed on Monroe street, Passaic City, 
collapsed yesterday ufternoou, and a 
number of persous were buried under 
the falling walls and more or less in- 
jured. Defective masoury is said to be 
the cause of the accident. The build- 
ings were being erected bv Charles 
Barnard, of Burlington. The follow- 
ing named persons were injured: 
Richard Cormaok, a bricklayer, of 
Washington. D. C, back broken, re- 
covery doubtful; L Goodwin, of Wash- 
ington, D, C, head fractured; Samuel 
Taylor, of Baltimore, leg fractured; S. 
Walls, of Baltimore, shoulder crushed; 
JohnC. Ellison, of Burlington. N. J., 
hand crushed and head out; William 
Johnson, of Baltimore, severe internal 
injuries; John Nash, of Burlington, N. 
J., two ribs broken.

Ekatin^fc Indians. 

A New System Has Just Been 
Recommended. 



WORK YOR THE INDIAN BUREAU. 



An EflMr* to Kea.h All the Indian Youth 
of s. In. .1 Age Now Under the Control 
of the Indian Bureau — Other DU- 
patrhe* from Washington. 

Washington, Nov. 1. -Commissioner 
Morgan, of the Imlian oitioo. hum elab- 
orated a system of education designed 
to reuoli ill Indian youtli of school age 
now tinder control of the Indian 
bureau. It is practical ly the American 
public school system, adopted to the 
special rvtluilwDMUt of the Indians. It 
contemplate-, day se'iools, primary or 
home schools, grammar schools and 
high schools, so related that promo- 
tions can l»o ma.lo from grade to grade, 
and from schools of a low order to those 
of a higher. It is to be uou-partisau 
and non-sectarian, and teachers are to 
be employe I and dismissed solely on 
the basis "of etlicieucv or iueflioieuoy. 

The industrial feature is to recall 
especial prominence, and particular 
pains are to be taken to equip ludiau 
ht luteal • for the practical duties of life. 
The "outing system" by which pupils 
are placed in white families and attend 
public schools is to be encouraged 
wherever practicable. The fullest op- 
portunity is to be afforded any Indian 
youth who desire it to hud a home 
among white people. 

Stress is laid upon the necessity of 
oo-educutiou. and of bringing together 
in the same boarding school members of 
as many different tribes as possible, in 
order to destroy tribal antagonisms aud 
to generate u feeling of oouimou broth- 
erhood and mutual respect 

The soheme contemplates the oigani- 
zation of perhaps twenty-rive grammar 
schools, nfty primary or home schools, 
and enough >!av and oamp schools to 
reach all who cannot be brought into 
boarding s.-hools. 

Congress, in the commissioners' an- 
nual MpM* will be asked to make a 
sufficient appropriation to enable the 
Indian office at an early dav to bring 
every Indian youth of school age, that 
can be reached, under proper instruc- 
tions. In no other way, the commis- 
sioner says, can the Indian problem be 
solved ; but by tills plan of universal ed- 
ucation administered in the same spirit 
that characterizes the administration of 
public matters in the various states, its 
solution is easy. Enough has already 
been accomplished to show that the 
soheme is entirely feasible. The 1 ndian 
youth now in school are making excel- 
lent progress, and theie is a constant 
demaud made upon the Indian 
for more and better schools. 



< t.< I ... of the Chero! 

Washington, Nov. L — At the request 
of Secretary Noble, an opinion has 
been given by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Shields on the questio;. , whether 
the Cherokee nation oun relinquish its 
claim of title to the Cherokee outlet 
lands without violating the constitution 
of the Cherokees. 

The opinion holds that the Cherokee 
nation, under the authority given in 
the Indian appropriation bill of last 



marou, cau leimqumu to tun » uiwm 
Status all its rights, olaim or title in the 
Cherokee outlet, that such relinquish- 
ment would not be in violatiou of the 
constitution as amended of the Chero- 
kee nation, because the constitution 
does not prohibit such cession to the 
United States, and a sale of the outlet 
would only be a change in the charac- 
ter of the property ; and that if the con- 
stitution of the Cherokee nation did in- 
hibit such uction, it would not have 
any effect, because by the expressed 
terms of the treaties made with the 
Cherokees. thev acknowledge the sover- 
eign power of tlie United States. 

The provisions of the numerous trea- 
ties pertinent to the question made with 
the Cherokee-, by the I'm ted States, the 
decisions <>f the supreme court from 
1»10 t > the present time, and the opin- 
ions of the attorney general are cited 
in support of his opinion by Assistant 
Attorney General Shields to the effect 
that there is nothing in the constitution 
of the Cherokee nation which cau pre- 
sent auy 1-gal obstiole to such relin- 
quishment. 

Aocordiug to this decision, tho Cher- 
okee commission will be able uu ler the 
Cherokee constitution to complete the 
negotiations for the relinquish neat of 
these hmds with the consent of the 
Cherokee nation.

It is be- 
lieved that the danger from splenetio 
or Texas fever has passed for the pres- 
ent year. 

Must Keep Oat of Politic*. 

Washington, Nov. 1.— Aotiug Secre- 
tary Batoheller has informed Thomas 
Mo.Master, the supervising iu<q>eotor of 
steam vessels at Buffalo. N. i\. that he 
oould not iiocept the nomination for 
alderman and hold his present office. 
Tho department received information 
that Mr, Mo Masters was an aspirant for 
alderman i o honors. 

UlflSSSS Opium Smuggling. 

San 1'kam isoo, Nov. 1. -Investiga- 
tions of the charges of opium smug- 
gling at this port has revealed the fact 
during the past six months the govern* 
ment Tins been defrauded of $100,000 in 
duties through the operations of a gang 
of smugglers. This is showu by a com- 
parison! of the inventories of shipments 
by leading Hong Kong merchants with 
the amounts passing through the cus- 
tom house here.
